DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner would like to thank Applicant for the amendments to the title (page 
2), claims (pages 5-8), and specification (page 3). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see beginning page 1 1 , filed 26 December 2006, with 
respect to claim 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-10 has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 26 December 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant states that claim 1 1 has been amended to recite 
similar subject matter to that of claim 1 ; the Examiner respectfully disagrees and has 
provided additional information below regarding the current rejection. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: headings are 

required within the disclosure as outlined below:

8. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suzuki et al. 
(US 6,083,012). 

Regarding claim 11. Suzuki discloses a method for fixing an electric lamp in a 
reflector housing, comprising the steps of: 

clamping a cap of the lamp in a hole in said reflector housing [figure 
1], the cap [60] being provided with a first spring means [64] for providing 
a radially directed outward force for pushing against a surface at an inner 
wall of said hole [figure 8], 

placing a first electrical contact [64] in said spring means against an 
electrical contact [43] in said surface. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-10, 12, and 13 allowed. Prior art fails to.disclose or render obvious a 
lamp cap having two surfaces, one substantially flat and one substantially cylindrical 
wherein one surface has two electrically insulated parts where each part has electrical 
connection means for providing power to an electric lamp. Furthermore, prior art fails to 
show or teach the first part covering a portion of the cylindrical surface being freely 
movable in a radial direction and another portion of the first part being fixedly attached 
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to a portion of the flat surface and the second part covering the remainder of the 
relevant surface of the cap.
